terly hated by the terrorists, one of 
them for participation in inciting the 
outbreak of 1905 here and the other, 
who was nicknamed the "hangman," 
because he had tortured political pris- 
oners.

St. Petersburg police. He succeeded 
in evading capture until 189", when he 
was arrested and .sent to Siberia for 
organizing the first political strike in 
Russia, which was the precursor of 
the great general strike which wrest- 
ed the present constitution from Em- 
per Nicholas in 1905. 
Vladimir es- 


caped in 1901, disappeared, reappear- 
ed in -St. Petersburg under the name 
of Lenin, after the publication of the 
amnesty decree of 1905 and imme- 
diately resumed hts old ascendancy 
In the social democratic party. 
He 


laughed at the endeavors of the po- 
lice^ who believed him to be a new 
leader, to arrest'him and'boldly de- 
clared himself a candidate under his 
real name for election from St. Peters- 
burg to the second parliament, 
Re- 


cently, however, the police determined 
to arrest him and he removed to Fin- 
land. 


Lenin is regarded by the police as 


being the most dangerous and most 
capable of all the revolutionary lead- 
ers and is well known as a writer on 
economic subjects.

Recant Law Makes Their 


Close Imperative—Trus- 
tees Hold Last Meeting. 


The second session of the semi-an- 


nual meeting of the Allen county trus- 
tees was held Saturday afternoon in 
the office of County 
Superintendent 


Felger. 
A -number of subjects were 


discussed by the trustees, principal 
among which was the new law regu- 
lating the closing of district schools 
where the attendance did not reach 
the minimum number prescribed by 
the legislature. 
Heretofore the aban- 


doning of rcbools has been optional 
•with the trustees, but not so under the 
new law. Wliero there is not. an at- 
tendance of twelve pupils no teacher 
shall be employed. 


Fourteen schools were closed under 


the old law among the various town- 
ships. 3nd twenty-seven 
are 
to be 


closed under the new law. The trus- 
tees will have to provide a mode of 
conveyance in getting the pupils to 
and from the school to which they 
are transferred, and this likely will be 
done in large covered wagons. Those 
who have been advocating t.he con- 
solidation of schools see in this law a 
big advance toward that end. In this 
way greater efficiency could be ob- 
tained than in 
having the schools 


scattered over the 
county, and the 


standard of instruction could be raised 
without any material increase in the 
expenditures. 


Higher qualifications were advocat- 


ed at the meeting among the appli- 
cants for a school, and it was sug- 
gested that no person be hired to 
teach unless he held a license of more 
than six months. Not a Isrge number 
of persons holding a six months' cer- 
tificate have ever been accepted, but 
in the future it is the intention to hire 
less than 
formerly. 7>:ieh 
interest 


was manifested by the trustees in the 
discussions, and the Ideas of the in- 
dividuals elided the greatest, concern.

STRENGTH OF OIL 


Commissioner Smith Makes 


Startling Report to the 


President. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—More 


amazing revelations in connection with 
the iniquitous practices of the Stand- 
ard Oil company are made in a sec- 
tion of the report of the commissioner 
of corporations on his investigation of 
the oil industry of the country which 
has just been made public here. 


The report shows that the great 


magnitude of the Standard's opera- 
tions has been attained through un- 
fair and predatory practices, involving 
the extermination or 
crippling of 


rivals and the preventing of the rise 
of new ones through the use of vex* 
tious and oppressive methods. It es- 
tablishes that the policy of the corpor- 
ation has been "a deliberate destruc- 
tion of competition" and a "conse- 
quent control of the Industry by less 
than a dozen men who reaped enorm- 
ous profits therefrom."

: The report declares: 


•' That the 
Standard, whilo owning

That this monopoly has been se- 


cured, not by superior ability and re- 
sources, as claimed by the Standard, 
but by unfair practices, grouped under 
three heads, as follows: 


Flagrant railroad discrimination in 


the' form partly of secret rates nnd 
partly of open rates more favorable 
from'Standard than from Independent 
shipping points. 


Refusal to operate its pipe line sys- 


tem—40,000 miles In length—BO as to 
extend to independent interests the 
benefits to which they both legally and 
morally are entitled, while at. the same 
time preventing siir.n independent in- 
terests 
from 
constructing lines of 


their own. Prosecution of the Standard 


' for failure to conform to the common 


'carrier provision in the railroad rate 
law nf 1900 la suggested. 


Unfair methods in selling products, 


including the bulk system of delivery, 
which lends itself to the avoidance' of 
competition and to discrimination, the 
elimination of the jobber, which en- 
ables it to • maintain differences in 
prices between different towns and 
sections of the country out of. all pro- 
portion to differences in cost', and the 
establishment of-' bogus independent 
concerns, which really are controlled 
by the Standard. 


More Yet to' Tell. 


• After reviewing the facts published 
in 'prior reports -with reference to the 
Standard's operations, the commis- 
sioner says that, data in his possession 
bearing on the same subject are with- 
held' iinon instructions from the presi- 
dent, based 'upon the fact that the 
government has filed at St. Louis a 
bill in equity against the Standard Oil 
company and related concerns, charg- 
ing'.the defendants with violations of 
the'Sherman anti-trust law. The pub- 
lication of-all the facts now in posses- 
sion of the bureau, he says, would in- 
terfere with the "proper prosecution of 
that suit. 


Domination-of the Standard. 


Summarizing the result of the in- 


vestigation, the commissioner's report 
says,.in part: 


"The year .1904 was selected to

Indicate clearly those 
fundamental 


facts that form the basis of the Stand- 
ard's power. The monopoly of this 
concern has .never rested on owner- 
ship of the source of supply of crude 
oil. 
Not over one:sixth of the total 


production of crude oil in the country 
in 190o came from wells owned by the 
Standard interests. It cannot be tgo 
strongly emphasized that its growth 
and. present power rests primarily on 
the control of transportation facilities 
in one form or another.

means of domination have been found 
in local price discrimination and other 
unfair competitive methods in the sale 
of products, as well as in the elimina-
